Pop company denies report, says leaked Coke secret isn’t legit

Coca-Cola Co. saidTuesday that its flagship cola recipe still 
is secret after nearly 125 years, denying a story by a public 
radio show that it has uncovered the formula. 

“This American Life” said it found the closely guarded 
formula in an article in Coke’s hometown newspaper, the 
Atlanta Journal Constitution, from February 1979. 

A photo that appeared with the article shows 
pages from a notebook with a handwritten 
list of ingredients such as sugar, lime 
juice, vanilla and caramel. It also lists 
oils of cinnamon, neroli, coriander, 
nutmeg, lemon and orange. 

The show, produced by WBEZ Chi- 
cago and distributed by Public Radio 
International, claims the notebook origi- 
nally belonged to a friend of John Pember- 
ton, the pharmacist who created Coca-Cola in 1886. 

The book passed through various hands and eventually 
landed with Georgia pharmacist Everett Beal, who was an 


acquaintance of the newspaper writer, according to Beal’s 
widow, who was interviewed by “This American Life” host 
Ira Glass. 

Coke, the world’s largest soft drink maker, denied that 
the formula is the same as the one for its cola, which is kept 
in an Atlanta bank vault. 

“Many third parties, including ‘This American Life,’ have 
tried to crack our secret formula. Try as they might, they’ve 
been unsuccessful because there is only one ‘real thing,’ ” 
Coca-Cola spokeswoman Kerry Tressler said. 

The show said the recipe matched another one found 
in a notebook owned by Pemberton, which is in Coke’s ar- 
chives. 

Archive director Philip Mooney told the show that many 
similar, if not identical, recipes have surfaced in the past 
that claim to be the one for what has become one of the 
world’s best-known brands. 

“Could it be a precursor? ^ah, absolutely,” Mooney told 
the show. “Is this the one that went to market? I don’t think

Requiring fast-food restaurants in New 
York City to post calorie counts on 
menus did little to cut the number of 
calories children and teens consumed, 
researchers said Tuesday 

They found that children and adoles- 
cents noticed the calories posted on the 
menu but the calorie counts made little 
difference in what they chose to order. 
The researchers said taste was the most 
important factor the children and teens 
gave for their menu selections. 

The study published online in the 
International Journal of Obesity chal- 
lenges the notion that calorie labeling 
affects purchasing behavior of teens or 
parents buying food for their children. 

“It means we’re going to have to re- 
think what other sorts of interventions 


might be more effective,” Dr. Brian El- 
bel of NYU, who led the study, said in a 
phone interview 

Mandating calorie counts on res- 
taurant menus is part of President 
Obama’s new health care law, which is 
included in the White House’s push to 
reduce rates of obesity, one of the big- 
gest health challenges facing the U.S. 

The Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention says two- thirds of American 
adults and 15 percent of children are 
overweight or obese. In some states, 
the childhood obesity rate is above 
30 percent. 

First lady Michelle Obama, spear- 
heading an administration initiative on 
child obesity, has urged food manufac- 
turers to re-package food so that it is 
healthier for kids.

CITY OF CHICAGO LOSING RESIDENTS WHILE NEARBY TOWNS SEE POPULATION BOOMS

Chicago is shrinking. The city lost a hefty 200,000 residents— roughly 7 percent of the population— in the past decade, most of them African-Americans, while sub- 
urban counties grew dramatically in numbers and diversity, according to 2010 Census data released Tuesday People continued to spread out far from the region’s urban 
hub, as thousands flocked to Will, Kane and McHenry counties, all of which experienced a second decade of vigorous double-digit-growth, the numbers showed. 


I WHO’S NO. 2? 

For the second decade, Aurora and Joliet experienced dramatic growth. Aurora (197,899) 
passed Rockford (152,871) to become the state’s second biggest town, while Joliet moved up 
three places to No. 4 with 147,433 residents, nearly 40 percent more than in 2000. 


“I think these data from here and elsewhere 
in the country reflect that the United States 
has become a suburban nation,” said Scott W 
Allard, a University of Chicago associate pro- 
fessor of social service. “It is a continuing mi- 
gration from the city out to the suburbs while 
there are also immigration waves directly to 
the suburbs as well.” 

In the 2000 census. Latino immigration fu- 
eled a modest 4 percent population increase 
in Chicago, marking the cit/s first decade of 
growth since the 1940s. 

This time around Chicago’s Latino population 


was up just a little more than 3 percent. The white 
population was down a bit while black popula- 
tion numbers drops dropped nearly 17 percent. 

Latino and Asian people accounted for the 
metropolitan area’s biggest population increas- 
es during the 2000s. In both cases, the biggest 
gains for those groups were in collar county 
suburbs, not in the city or Cook County 

“The biggest [change] is finding more mi- 
nority people in different places in the met- 
ropolitan area where you didn’t used to find 
them,” said Jim Lewis, a demographer and se- 
nior program officer at Chicago Community 


Trust. “That and the loss of black population 
in the region and the state.” 

The census information isn’t yet complete 
enough to track where black people who left 
the city went, Lewis said. The figures indicate 
some have moved to suburbs, but a slight de- 
cline statewide suggests some African-Amer- 


icans have been moving out of the region en- 
tirely, Lewis said. 

Carried by the collar counties, the popu- 
lation of the six-county Chicago region 
grew almost 3 percent during the decade, to 
8.3 million. That’s down significantly from the 
region’s ii percent growth in the 2000 census. 
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Tracking the census in Chicago 

Between 2000 and 2010, Chicago’s population dropped by more than 200,000 people-from 
2,896,016 to 2,695,598. While the total number of people living in the city fell, the number of resi- 
dents of Latino or Hispanic origin jumped by more than 25,000. Here is a closer look at the census 
numbers for Chicago from 2000 and 2010: 

Note: Hispanic and Latino origins are not considered races on the census. So a person couid 
check Biack for race, for exampie, and aiso check yes for Hispanic or Latino origin.

Some of that slowdown was chalked up to 
the economy going south late in the decade. 

“There was just a big boom and then we 
got to the end of the bubble,” said Dennis 
Sandquist, director of planning and develop- 
ment for McHenry County who attributed 
some of the slowdown to the downturn in the 
economy “Our hope is that when things pick 
up, it picks up to a sustainable rate of growth.” 

Despite the slower rate of growth, demog- 
raphers said people continue to be drawn to 
ever more remote suburbs by job opportuni- 
ties, affordable housing and better-funded 


school districts. 

“Looking at the whole metro area, we are 
up over a quarter of a million people, which 
shows that we remain as an attractive place to 
people,” said Matt Maloney, deputy chief of 
staff for policy development for the Chicago 
Metropolitan Agency for Planning. “We an- 
ticipate other metro areas in the Middle West 
will show that they are having trouble main- 
taining population, so that is a plus for us.” 

Chicago wasn’t the only place in Illinois 
to experience population drain. A number of 
rural counties throughout the state also saw 


population dips. Overall the state grew just 
3.3 percent during the decade, to 12,830,632. 

That wiU cost the state one of its 19 seats in 
the U.S. House of Representatives. Chicago’s 
population decline also could have conse- 
quences for its residents, Allard said. 

“The city will likely have to prepare for 
some cuts in federal grants based on popula- 
tion formulas, perhaps tens of millions of dol- 
lars over the next decade,” he said. 

Cook County’s population loss could have 
been even worse if it wasn’t for the recession 
and crash of the housing market, said Ken- 


neth Johnson, a demographer at the Universi- 
ty of New Hampshire who for many years was 
based at Loyola University Chicago and con- 
tinues to study the city’s population trends. 

“Migration data suggest that the ... loss 
from Cook County slowed precipitously near 
the end of the decade because the number of 
people migrating out of the county slowed,” 
Johnson said. “This occurred because the re- 
cession had the effect of freezing people in 
place due to their reluctance to try and sell 
homes or change jobs because of the difficult 
economic situation.”

Daley says he’ll give talks on leadership, government after leaving office

Mayor Daley said Monday he’s retained an 
agency to book him for speeches nationally 
and internationally after he leaves office in 
May 

Daley said he has signed up with the 
Harry 'VC^lker Agency a company that sets 
speaking engagements for a roster of pub- 
lic figures that includes President Clinton, 
Lance Armstrong, Bono, former political 
leaders and other public figures. 

“Both U.S. and abroad,” Daley said of 
where he likely will give speeches, though 
he does not have any specific engagements 
in place. “I’ll talk about leadership, talk 


about government, talk about decision- 
making.” 

Daley has long said he planned to include 
public speaking among his post-mayoral ac- 
tivities when he leaves office in May 

The mayor said he does not know how 
much he will get paid, but his spokeswoman, 
Jacquelyn Heard, noted that other speakers 
at the agency can receive in the neighbor- 
hood of $50,000 per appearance. 

The mayor has a uniquely Chicago speak- 
ing style and has earned a reputation for 
inserting a malapropism or two during his 
22 years in office. But Daley pointed out 
he has already traveled the world speaking 


to audiences about his time in office, giv- 
ing any fees he received for the speeches to 
charity Now he’ll simply get paid to contin- 
ue advocating for Chicago, Daley said. 

“I’ve done it already, traveled quite a bit 
on behalf of the city I continue to do that,” 
he said at a news conference to announce 
a Target store’s opening downtown. “Born 
and raised here, I love this city It’s a pas- 
sion that I have for this city to grow, and it’s 
a global economy %u’re not going to exist 
as a Midwest city, you’re not going to exist 
as a city in America. This is a global city If 
you don’t reach out to it, you’ll be lost in his- 
tory”

Loop bull’s-eye 

Target store moving into historic building at State and Madison 


Chicago Tribune 

Target Corp. on Tuesday announced long-anticipated plans to 
open a store in the Loop. 

The store, called CityTarget, will lease space in the Sullivan 
Center at i S. State St., which has been empty since Carson 
Pirie Scott closed its flagship department store in 2007. 

Target plans to open the store next year. The urban format, 
smaller than the typical Target store, will offer fresh food, 
apartment essentials and clothing. It will mark the Minneap- 
olis-based discount chain’s loth store in Chicago and create 
about 200 jobs. 

Target will lease 124,000 square feet over two floors, but 
only 54,000 square feetwiUbe selling space, the company said. 

The retailer, known for its cheap chic, has been in talks for 
more than a year to lease space at the landmark Sullivan Cen- 
ter at State and Madison streets. 

Mayor Daley was on hand as the agreement was announced 
at the site of the new store. 


WHAT ABOUT THE BULL’S-EYE? 

As for Target’s iconic red bull’s-eye, the retailer is still work- 
ing out the details of incorporating its logo while still re- 
specting the building’s historic status. 



The city has poured $24.4 million in tax-increment-fl- 
nancing to help restore the Louis Sullivan building, which 
also houses offices. Chicago-based developer Joseph Freed 
& Associates, the building’s owner, has invested another 
$190 million in the national and Chicago historic landmark 
in the past decade. 

“I applaud Target for bringing this urban store concept to 
Chicago, as well as the new jobs and economic opportunity 
this store will create,” Daley said. “Target will be an important 
addition to State Street, one of Chicago’s most important re- 
tail centers, and will be located in one of city’s most architec- 
turally significant buildings.” 


Facebook post 
eyed in lawsuit

A day after a Chicago woman was accused in a lawsuit of 
striking and killing a man with her car while updating her 
Facebook page by cell phone, the woman’s mother on Tues- 
day vehemently denied the allegations, saying her daughter 
used the online site well before the crash occurred. 

Rosario Rodriguez said her daughter, Araceli Beas, 
posted that she needed to go to the gym as she sat in her 
car while waiting for it to warm up outside her boyfriend’s 
home near East 80th Street and South Commercial Av- 
enue on Dec. 27. Beas struck Raymond Veloz about two 
miles away near 92nd Street and South Ewing Avenue, po- 
lice said at the time. 

“I was flabbergasted [by this lawsuit] because it’s 
not true,” Rodriguez said. “My daughter was not on the 
phone.” 

The lawsuit, filed Monday in Cook County Circuit 
Court by Veloz’s daughter, contended that Beas’ Facebook 
update was posted at 7:54 a.m., the same time that Veloz’s 
cell phone records showed a call being made to 911. 

Based on those records, Veloz’s daughter, Regina Ca- 
brales, alleged that Beas “operated her vehicle without 
keeping a proper and sufficient outlook.” 

TV camera allowed 
In Peterson case

As attorneys prepare to argue a pioneering hearsay law. Drew 
Peterson’s murder case will blaze another trail Wednesday 
when an Illinois appellate court allows oral arguments to be 
broadcast live for the first time in state history 

By permitting a TV camera into its courtroom, the Third 
District Appellate Court will offer the public a rare glimpse 
at one of the area’s most high-profile criminal cases. 

“It’s a very big deal for us,” court clerk Gist Fleshman 
said. “There’s no way we would do this for every run- 
of-the-mill case, but we recognize the interest. It’s a big 
change for us.” 

Following a request by WGNTV, media outlets will 
share a video feed from a single camera placed in the back 
of the 150 -year-old Ottawa, 111 ., courtroom that once 
served as home to the Illinois Supreme Court. The cam- 
era operator cannot wear any station-identifying clothing 
and will not be permitted additional lighting. 

The two sides will be arguing over prosecutors’ efforts 
to admit 13 so-called hearsay statements at trial. The pro- 
ceedings will test a controversial Illinois statute— pushed 
by Will County State’s Attorney James Glasgow before 
Peterson’s arrest in connection with his third wife’s mur- 
der— that allows hearsay evidence to be admitted if the 
judge finds the secondhand testimony reliable and that 
the bulk of evidence shows the defendant made the wit- 
ness unavailable.

TV correspondent 
assaulted in Egypt 


CBS correspondent Lara Logan was 
beaten and sexually assaulted by a mob 
while covering the jubilation in Cairo’s 
Tahrir Square on the day Egyptian Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak stepped down, the 
network said Tuesday 

Logan, a 39 -year-old South Africa na- 
tive and longtime war correspondent, 
since has flown back to the U.S. and is 
recovering in a hospital. She was one of 
dozens of journalists attacked during 
the three weeks of protests throughout 
Egypt. 

CBS News said in a statement Logan 
was covering the celebrations for CBS’ 
“60 Minutes” on Friday when she and her 
team were surrounded by “a mob of more 


than 200 people whipped into a frenzy” 

“In the crush of the mob, she was sepa- 
rated from her crew She was surrounded 
and suffered a brutal and sustained sexual 
assault and beating before being saved by 
a group of women and an estimated 20 
Egyptian soldiers,” CBS said. 

The Committee to Protect Journalists, 
a media watchdog group, said at least 52 
journalists were attacked and 76 were im- 
prisoned during the unrest in Egypt that 
led Mubarak to step down after 30 years 
in power. All have been released, it said. 

One journalist, Ahmad Mohamed 
Mahmoud of the Egyptian newspaper Al- 
Ta’awun, was killed while filming clashes 
near Tahrir Square, the CPJ said. 


□ Iranian lawmakers denounced 
Monday’s protests in Tehran and 
called for the execution of two opposi- 
tion leaders for inciting the demonstra- 
tions, Iran’s state-run Press TV reported 
Tuesday.

The job 
market is so weird today that people don’t 
know what they’re doing anymore. A college 
degree means less and less every single year. 

A lot of people seem to end up in this state of 
arrested development.

Aeah. I work part time at a bar. We’ve all got 
day-slash-night jobs. Tbu have to pay the bills 
somehow 

When’s the last time you ditched out on 
work? 

Ooh, good question. I’m usually pretty good 
about getting someone to cover for me. But 
they might read this, so I’m going to have to 


plead the fifth. 

Hypothetically then, what would you do 
with the time off if you were to skip work? 

We’d all probably just come home and play 
Settlers of Catan in our basement. It’s a fan- 
tastic board game. Eull disclosure though, it’s 
ultra-nerdy You’re basically building a village. 
It’s kind of like Risk without the violent, 
hostile takeovers. 

What music were the four of you bonding 
over when you first got together? 

Oh, all the usual suspects. It’s pretty obvious 
we’re all big Elvis Costello fans. Tom Petty 
The Replacements. Good songs are really the 
only thing I {care} about, personally 

“Mattson Is A Flake” reminds me of “Jes- 


sie’s Girl.” Is Rick Springfield a bit of a guilty 
pleasure? 

I don’t believe in guilty pleasures. Pleasures 
are all good. I have no shame in being a big 
fan of all that stuff I’ll unashamedly give 
Rick Springfield two thumbs up. 

Did you happen to notice that “Skip Work” 
cracked the Top 5 in Metromix’s list of the 
Best Chicago Albums of 2010? 

I’m looking at that clip on my refrigerator 
right now, as a matter of fact. That was really 
cool to read. We were pretty pumped up. I 
think I bought a bottle of scotch that night. 

Was it weird seeing your name up there with 
the likes of White Mystery and Kanye West? 

The short answer is yes. It was a weird, unfamil- 
iar feeling, but we got used to it pretty quick.

If you’re still sleep- 
ing on Minneapolis 
rap collective 
Doomtree, wake 
up. P.O.S. and 

Dessa have had breakout records 
in the past two years, and with his 
second full-length, Sims is ready for 
the big time as well. Reminiscent of 
P.O.S. (right down to the design-it- 
yourself packaging of the record) 
but with hot hip-hop beats in place 
of rock foundations, Sims explores 
our expectations for the world with 
a cutting sense of humor and sense 
of frustrated perspective. “Inbox full, 
so why do I feel so goddamn emp- 
ty?” he asks with mock confusion on 
opener “Future Shock,” and takes an 
even more critical approach to pho- 
ny activism on “One Dimensional 
Man,” where he questions people 
who half-heartedly try to save the 
planet but won’t go out of their way 
for a neighbor. And lazy rap gets 
another (justified) comeuppance 
on the hard-hitting “Radio Opaque.” 
If you think this sounds earnest, it 
isn’t. Sims’ voice-which can occa- 
sionally be confused for a slinkier 
Q-Tip-may not have the standout 
quality of P.O.S. (who appears on 
“Too Much”), but the diverse, repeat- 
edly rewarding “Bad Time Zoo” is 
better paced and conceived than 
P.O.S.’ excellent “Never Better.”
